It is said that 
while there the party of guorillas, in broad 
daylight and in’the presence of Spanish 
officers, asayulted him and rgbbed him of 
everything ho had oxcept his clothing: 
Hughes, it is olleged, appealed to tho 
military commander for help, demanding 
thy restitution of his property, but was only 
laughed at, He was obliged to return to- 
Havana, walking the entire distance, and 
reached tha city ragged: and . star‘iag, 
Having lost his passport he could notes 
tablish his identity .or commutiicate with 
his friends in England.
